Washington, December 8.—(/P)— 
Once refused permission to sit in the 
United States senate because “of ill 
feeling immediately after the civil war, 
Alexander Hamilton Stephens, vice 
president of the Confederate States 
of America, came today to sit in mar- 
ble in the Statuary hall of the na- 
tional capitol. 

The statue was given by the sculp- 
tor, Gutzon Borglum and Mrs. Jo- 
seph M. High, of Atlanta, through the 
Atlanta chapter of the United Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, and was re- 
ceived officially by the United States 
government through Vice President 
Dawes, . 

Fifteen hundred citizens of Georgia, 
headed by Governor and Mrs. L. G. 


Hardman and Chaneellor Snelling. 
the University of Georgia, and inelud- 


ing cadets from the Georgia Military 


academy, the University of Georgia 
and the Georgia School of Technology 
came to Washington to witness the 
unveiling of the memorial.

Mays Landing, N. J., December 8.—~ 
Mrs. Margaret Thompson Lilliendahl 
and her 58-year-old lover, ~ ‘illets H. 
Beach, were found guilty of voluntary 
manslaughter here late this afternoon. 

They stand convicted of having par- 
ticipated in the brutal, greed-inspired 
slaving of the woman's 72-year-old 
husband, Dr. A. William Lilliepdahl, 
in a swamp lane near Hammonton, 
last September 15. 

A jury of their peers—five women 
and‘ seven men—returned to the 
crowded little court room and deliv- 
ered the verdict at 4:44 o'clock. 23 
hours and 9 minutes after they start- 
ed the long debate which might hare 
brought full acquittal or conviction of 
first degree murder. 

10-Year Maximum. 

The defendants each face a maxi- 
mum sentence of 10 years’ imprison- 
ment, or a fine of $1,000, or both. But 
imposition ef sentence was delayed on 
motion of Robert H. McCarter, high- 
priced chief of the defense counsel, 
to make application for a new trial. 

The defense has new evidence, un- 
earthed since the jury hegan its de 
liberations, McCarter told Supreme 
Court Justice Luther A. Campbell, be- 
fore whom the two defendants waged 
their unsuccessful ten-day fight for 
In consideration of this 
claim, the court deferred sentence un- 
til 10 o'clock. Saturday morning, at 
which time the defense will make 
known to the court the so-called new 
evidence upon which it will base its 
claim for a new trial.

News.)—Colonel Charles A.  Lind- 
bergh has accepted the invitation of 
President Calles, of Mexico, to fly 
from Washington te Mexico City, he 
announced tonight. 

Lindbergh said he did not know the 
exact date on which the flight would 
be made, or whether it would be made 
in one hop. He will use the famous 
“Spirit of St. Louis,” the same plane 
in which he crossed the Atlantic, 

Invited by Calles. 

Lindbergh explained that his flight 
was in response to a personal invita- 
tion from President Calles that he 
visit Mexico City. The invitation was 
received today and accepted tonight. 

Lindbergh added further that the 
flight had no official significance and 
that neither the state department nor 
the Guggenheim foundation, with 
which he is associated, were interest- 
ed in it.

Rernard de Sieyes, comrade of Nun- 
gesser, lost trans-Atlantic flier, dur- 
ing the world war, arrived in Atlanta 
Wednesday for a week's visit with 
friends in this city. He is registered 
at the Biltmore hotel. 

Mr. de Sieves was in the same ¢s- 
quadrille with Nungesser for more than 
six months of the war, and was at the 
flving field to see Nungesser and Coli 
take off on their ill-fated attempt to 
hop from Paris to New York, Haste 
in the preparations for the long trip 
was probably responsible for the “disas- 
ter, as the two Frenchmen were anx* 
ious te be the first to make the flight, 
and hurried the start: of the voyage, 
Mr. de Sieyes said.

MORE POWER TO THESE 
* “ SCHOOLS 


Every girl who hopes to graduate 
from the Girls Commercial High 
school in Brooklyn will have to swim 
the length of the 75 foot pool before 
she can qualify for her diploma. This 
requirement was announced last April 
by the school authorities. There are 
105 girls in the graduating class this 
year and, although some miguided 
parents so far forgot the purpose of 
education as to protest against this 
rule and even brand it as “criminal,” 
for they maintained, or. some of their 
spokesmen did, that some girls simply 
couldn't learn to swim, nevertheless 
every girl in the graduating class last 
term did Jearn to swim, all right, so 
we shall hear less of this fool talk 
this year, one hopes. | 

I seldom hand out any bouquets to 
the school authorities, heaven knows. 
Il think the schools are not doing at 
all well in the struggle to determine 
the nature of education and how best 
to administer it to the susceptible 
child. But I'd take off my hat if I 
could find it at the moment, to the 
Brooklyn Girls Commercial High 
school principal and his or her accom- 
plices for this great step forward in 
education. Here’s a school, it seems 
to me, where the essentials of educa- 
tion are not ignored. as they are in 
most public high schools. Here we 
have the very first glimmerings, at 
least the first that have gladdened my 
sore eyes, of recognition on the part 
of educators that physical training is 
essential for a successful life. I have 
never before heard of any definite 
test or standard of physical training 
being applied to the children in the 
publie or high schools to measure fit- 
ness for promotion or graduation. 

And now comes some bad news 
from Brooklyn. For the last 20 years, 
we learn, the boys in publie schoo! 
No. 9 have been taught boxing. and 
owing to the poor sportsmanship of 
one. boy’s parents, who 
that the principal, William M. Rainey, 
required their little darling to put on 
the gloves and box with another 
youngster, as a disciplinary measure, 
an edict has. just been issued by the 
shortsighted superintendent of schools, 
putting the ban on boxing in the pub- 
lie schools, 

This is a regrettable error, if edu- 
cation is the object in sending boys 
to school. Iteis a sad prohibition if 
the building of character is one pur- 
pose of education. Instead of putting 
a mollycoddle ban on Mr. Rainey’s 
boxing program the school superin- 
tendent ought to have stronger spec- 
tacles fitted and look a little more 
closely into the merits of boxing in 
the training of young men. Aside 
from any general observations about 
boxing "as a part of a gentleman's 
equipment for life, the record of pub- 
lic school No. 9 under Mr. Rainey’s 
able command these last 20 years 
speaks for itself: 

In 20 years no boy has ever been 
suspended for incorrigibility. For 1 
years publie school No. 9 has held the 
P. S. A. L. trophy for all around ath- 
letics. For six years No. 9 has held 
the Wingate trophy in athletics for 
all schooTS of greater New York. And 
so on—Mr. Rainey has amply proved 
he knows how to instill in boys the 
manly spirit of fair play. He has 
never compelled any boy to box an- 
other. He has merely offered boys the 


| privilege of putting on the gloves with

of diversion channels and strengthen- 
ed levees to prevent future disastrous 
inundations in the lower Mississippi 
valley. The president, in his message, 
declared the plan was “comprehensive 
and adequate,” and urged its adop- 


tion. 

In neither branch of congress did 
the presentation of the document call 
forth any demontration from the leg- | 
islators. In the senate it was ordered 
printed and will be turned ever to the 
commerce committee when that body 
is organized. In the house Speaker 
Isongworth placed the report in the 
hands of Chairman Reid, of the flood 
control. committee, which has con- 
ducted. extensive hearings and is draft- 
ing legislation. } 

While the spokesmen of the flooded 
states in their arguments before the 


committee virtually agreed that the 


federal government should bear the en- | 


tire expense of the flood control work, 
the administration report proposed a 


diyision of the cost b 
government and the v states. 

The engineers recommended and ex- 
penditure of $185,.400,000 for flood 
control with the federal government . 
bearing 80 per cent of the cost and 
the valley states the remaining 20. A 
program of channel! stabilization and 
mapping for the improvement of navi- 
gation, included in the plan, ealled for 
an expenditure of $111,000,000 which 
would be assumed entirely by the fed- 
eral government. The project would 
be extended over a ten-year period 
with the expenditure of $25,000,000 
the first year and $30,000,000 each 
year thereafter. 

The engineering phases of the plah 
consisted of the construction of flood 
control works from Cairo, IIL, to the 
gulf with a river bank floodway pro- 
posed between Cairo and New Madrid, 
Mo.; a diversion floodway from the 
Arkansas river through the Tensas 
basin in Louisiana to the Red River 
and another diversion channel from 
the Atchafalaya river to the gulf, to- 
gether with a spillway north of New 
Orleans at Bonnet'Carre. These di- 
version channels would supplement the 
present system of levees along the 
Mississippi river which, under the 
plan, would be strengthened and mod- 
erately raised. e 

The control of the tributaries of the 
main stream was left in abeyance un- 
til the army engineers complete a — 
survey as to the best methods of keep- ' 
ing their excess waters in check.

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Cotton Crop in Georgia Ia. 4 
Placed At 1,100,000 Bales , 


BY C. P. MOUNT, 
Financial Editor. 

Georgia's cotton crop of 1,100,000 
bales this year was grown on an acre- 
age of 14 per cent smaller than the 
acreage last year; when the yield was 
1,496,000 bales, according to estimates 
given out today by the Georgia Co- 
operative crop reporting service of the 
United States bureau of agricultur- 
al economies. 

154 Pounds Per Acre. 


The estimated yield per acre on 
3.412,000 acres harvested is placed at 
154 pounds, as. compared with 180 
pounds per acre in 1926 and 155 
pounds in 1925, 

The crop as a whole -7as said to 
be much earlier than last year and 
compares fatorably with 1925, when 
the total production amounted to 1,- 
164,000 bales. ‘Especially was this 
true of the southern part of the state, 
where the early season progress was 
favorable despite a prolonged period of 
drouth, which Jasted until early June, 
at which time frequent showers began 
and continued through July and Au- 
gust causing considerable damage from 
weevils. 

Southeast Suffered Most. 


Southern and eastern sections suf- 
fered most. However, the report adds 
that the infested belt included all the 


coastal plains and much of the Pied-} 


mont section. In these areas all 
of the top crop and part of the mid- 
dle crop was lost, while the bottom — 
bolls were saved only because they 
were sufficiently matured at the time 
of the infestation, to escape injury 
from the weevil, but, as a whole, the 
report continued, the ‘total production 
of the section amounted to only 63 
per cent of last year’s crop. 
North Georgia Crop Good. 

The crop in northern Georgia was 
reported good, weevil damage in that 
section being slight. The northwest- 
ern area produced a few thousand 
bales under the crop of last year, but 
substantial increases in the n 
central and northeastern sections more 
than atoned for this decrease, result- 
ing in a 7 per cent increase for the 
northern section as a whole 

Over most of the state little rain 
was reported during the harvest sea- 
son and the crop was gathered with a 
minimum loss as to both quality and 
grade. 

1,083,000 Bales Ginned. 


Ginnings for the state prior to De- 
cember 1 were reported at 1,083,000 
running bales and for the United 
States 11,743,000 running bales.. The 
estimated production of the entire 
country was 12,789,000 bales (500 
pounds gross weight) as compared 
with 17,977,574 bales last year.
